Dr. Love Says Eat Little and Drink 
Nothing but Water. 


There would not be one half as many heat 
prostrations if the people would only take 
dare of themselves. They deliberately do 
things in the hot weather that get their 
systems into the ripest sort of condition 
for the deadly work of old Sol. 

According to high medical authorities a 
normal man, the functions of whose body 
are in good shape, is in no more danger of 


being overcome by the heat on a day Uke 
this than he would be in the middle of Jan- 


uary. 

The sun had been up and sizzling about 
three hours when a Post-Dispatch reporter 
tackled Dr. I. N. Love in his office on what 
to do and what not to do to keep from being 
sunstruck. The medico was attired in a 
linen suit and looked as cool ag an iced 
cucumber as he gave his advice. 

The first thing to do,” said the doctor, 
“is to avoid over-exertion as much as pos- 
sible. People should keep quiet and not 
heat themselves up with exercise if they 
can help it. 

“Then all stimulants should be avoided, 
Everything with alcohol in it is dangerous, 
It heats the blood and excites the nesyes. 
Even coffee and tea should be avo . 
Ice tea is an abomination. It is pleasant to 
take in hot weather and there is a tempta- 
tion to take a great deal of it. But it 1 
a great astringent and affects the nerves 
disastrously. 

“The best thing to drink is oa 
water with a dash of lemon in it. Al 
should be boiled.

“Sunstroke or insolation, as it is called, 
may occur at any time—at midnight, as 
well as at mid-day. It does not result di- 
rectly from the sun’s action. It is a dis- 
order of the. nerve centers, as the result 
of heat. 

“In a normal man the system preserves 
a heat equilibrium. For instance, in a Turk- 
ish bath, where the thermometer registers 
150 degrees, the temperature of the man 
does not go that high or anywhere near 
it. There is a natural adjustment, which 
keeps the blood at a safe temperature. 

“tn sunstroke there is an accumulation 
of heat in the body which drives the tem- 
perature up as high as 110 degrees and re- 
sults in death. This is a result of the stop- 
page of secretions. It is largely a matter 
of secretion and excretion. 

“So long as the res and bowels are 
open there is little danger. Nothing should 
be done to stop either. For this reason the 
diet should be looked after. Sudden cool- 
ing drafts should be avoided when one is 
in a state of prespiration. Electric fans are 
bad, for the reason that they cool the skin 
suddenly and thus close the pores. Heat ac-

ATROCIOUS CRIME OF W. I. BURT 
AT AUSTIN, TEX. 


HE DROWNED THE WOMAN. 


Bound Her and Put Her in the Cistern 
and Knocked the Children’s 
) Brains Out.

AUSTIN, Tex., July 30.—One of the most 
heinous crimes ever committed in the city 
was brought to light at 10:30 o’clock this 
morning. 

W. E. Burt, a member ot one of ihe most 
and most respectable families of the city, 
murdered his wife and two children, aged 
2 and 4 years, last Friday night and Placed 
the dead bodies in a cistern. 

His residence adjoined the business por- 
tion, and the foul stench led to an investi- 
gation. He left the city Saturday night 
after committing the terrible deed, and in- 
formed several of the neighbors not to 
drink the water, as it was polluted by a 
dead cat. 

His relatives became alarmed at the dis- 
appearance of his family and when he de- 


parted something was suspected. The wife 
was asleep. He bound her in a blanket, 
tied her feet and neck and dropped her 
strugggling body into the cistern. Both 
children had their brains knocked out. 
His brothers have offered a reward of 
$300 for his apprehension. Old citizens say 
the crime was one of the most villainous 
ever committed in this section of the

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SCHOOLBOARD COMMITTEE LIKES 
HIS BOILER. 


NOBODY KNOWS EXACTLY WHY. 


Experts Say It Is Expensive and Not 
Conspicuously Safe, but It Ex- 
cludes All Others. 


Those who have been looking for a nig- 
ger’ in tne School Board wood pile claim 
to have discovered the sable gentleman con- 
cealed in the specifications for heating ap- 
paratus and boilers adopted last Friday by 
the School Board Building Committee. 

The specifications for boilers shut out all 
competition, and provide fora boiler, which, 
it is stated, has been partially condemned 
by the City Boiler Inspector, and upon 
which a prominent insurance company nas 
refused in one instance to continue its rink, 
because it deems the apparatus unsafe. 


The beneficiary under the specifications is 
E. M. Bosley, formerly a member of the 
School Board, and long identified with 
School Board politics. 

Mr. Bosley has a patent on a boiler, known 
as the incandescent. 

The cpecifications for the heating appar- 
atus are open to the same objections as 
those for the boilers excluding all but cer- 
tain makes, and thereby exposing the 
board and the public to the extortion ofa 
monopoly in this direction. 

The School Board 
necessary to put new heating appliances in 
the Dozier, Mt. Pleasant, Tremont and 
Blow Schools. A fund of $30,000 was set 
aside for the purpose. 

The matter ad referred to the Building 
Committee, of which John Kissner is chair- 
man. A sub-committee was appointed to 
decide upon specifications, consisting of 
Kissner and H. C. Koenig, Alex Cudmore 
and C. G. Penney. 

These four gentlemen met Friday after- 
noon, July 17, and decided that r. Bos- 
ley’s patented incandescent boiler was the 
only one at all suitable for the schools. 

This at once placed in Mr. Bosley's hands 
a valuable monopoly. There is but one 
boiler company in St. Louis making Mr. 
Bosley’s boilers, It is the Joseph F. Wang- 
ler Boiler and Sheet Iron Works Co. 

Under instructions John Kelly, Assistant 
Superintendent of Construction, drew up the 
specifications for the heating apparatus and 
boilers. 

For the heating apparatus the specifica- 
tions required the B. F. Sturtevant fans, 
engines and heating and tempering coils, 
„or such as were equally as good.“ 

The principal specification for the boilers 
was as follows: 

“This boiler to be known as the Incan- 
descent Boiler constructed in the manner as 
shawn on plans and specified.” 

There was no alternative allowed of 
“something equally as good.” 


These specifications were presented to the 
full Building Committee last Friday after- 
ternoon. The committee consists Chair- 
man John Kissner and Alex Cudmbore, El- 
mer E. Lacey, C. W. ee HA. G. 
Koenig, Nicholas Berg and C. G. Penney. 
At Friday's meeting Lacey was not present. 
He is understood, however, to favor Mr. 
Bosley’s boilers. 

Meanwhile it has leaked out that a mo- 
nopoly had been conferred upon E. XI. 
Bosley, and considerable dissatisfaction was 
aroused among the St. Louis boiler makers. 
The fact that an incandescent boiler in the 
Fraternal building, Eleventh and Franklin 
avenue, had been partially condemned by 
City Boiler Inspector Price wms boldly. As- 
serted, and also that the company carrying 
the risk on the Fraternal building had or- 
dered the boiler removed to avoid a cancel- 
lation of the insurance policy. 

According to Mr. John O’Brien, President 
6. Me’Fonn O'Brien Boller Works Company, 
this brought Chairman Kissner to his of- 
fice one day last week, prior to the meet- 
ing yf the full Building Committee. 

Mr. O’Brien states that Kissner asked him 
about the incandescent boiler, and, learning 
the objections to It, made this statement. 

“I will try to prevent this. If I don’t, it 
will look as if I were in the swindle.” 

“Mr. Kissner came back to my 
Wednesday morning,” said Mr. O’Brien to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. He said he had 
been unable to do anything, as four of the 
committee were in favor of Bosley’s boiler, 
and that he and Director Hequembourg 
were the only ones voting against the spec- 
ifications. 

“One of these boilers is in the Fraternal 
Building, Eleventh and Franklin avenue.“ 
continued Mr. O’Brien. The City Boiler 
Inspector let it be operated at low pres- 
sure last week under protest, but I under- 
stand he has since condemned it. 

I know that Huff & Sons, who were 
carrying the risk, ordered the boiler re- 
moved on the ground that it was danger- 
ous, 

“Some time ago I was asked to bid on one 
and put my price at $1,100. Afterward I 
learned that it was patented and refused 
to make a contract. he man who wanted 
the boiler subsequently told me he had to 

ay $2,300 for it, Which shows a difference of 
Ui. between the cost of it and other kinds. 

The fault of the boiler is in its. con- 
struction. It has double water shells se- 
cured by stay bolts. It is so constructed 
that these stay-bolts cannot be examined. 
They are corroded and warped by the gases 
and heat, and before it is known that the 
bolts have become defective, the boiler blows 
up.“ 


Newton B. Stewart, manager of the 
Rohan Bros.’ Boiler Works Co., made a 
Similar statement to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday morning. He expressed 
the belief that the boilers in question wero 
unsafe, and showed the reporter a letter he 
had addressed to the John Ramming Ma- 
chine Co., declining to manufacture for 
them an incandescent boiler, because his 
company did not care to turn out a boiler 
that would be unsatisfactory. 

The bids on the work will be opened by 
the Building Committee Friday afternoon. 
It is understood that a protest will be made 
to the committee against the specifications 
for boilers. 

In regard to the Incandescent boiler at 
the Fraternal Building, a Post-Dispatch 
reporter called at the office of Huff & 
Sons, who had the risk. 

Mr. C. E. Huff stated that it was true that 
notice had been given that the boller must 
be removed in ten days or reinforced thor- 
oughly. 

Mr. C G Huff, the company’s inspector, 
stated that he had found it impossible to 
raise 80 pounds pressure in the Fraternal 
bulilding’s boiler. The attempt made the 
boiler leak all over. The valves were wrong- 
ly arranged and were faulty. He called 
the attention of the City Boller Inspector 
to it, who restricted the pressure to 60 
pounds. Since notice had been served by 
the company, the defects had been reme- 
died to a great extent, and the insurance 
company had consented to permit the boiler 
to remain. 

“An improvement is now being made.“ 
said Mr. Huff, “and the new patterns are 
far superior to the original. The danger 
of the double water cells and stay boits 
remains, however, so far as I can ascertain. 
Patent boilers are of no use, anyhow, and 
there is nothing about this boiler that I 
know of to cause it to be adopted to the 
exclusion of others.“ | 

Commenting on the specifications for the 
boilers, an expert who wishes his name 
withheld said: 

“The specifications for boilers look as if 
they had been drawn up by Mr. Bosley. 
This Incandescent boiler is dangerous, be- 
cause it has fully 100 square feet of heat- 
ing surface above the water line exposed 
to the full force of the heat and flames, as 
they are directly over the ates. This 
construction is equivalent to using a Heine, 
Babcock & Wilcox, Sterling or Feeminish 
boiler without any water in the 
shells. The Superintendent, Mr.

matter?’’

It Is a Matter of Opinion Whether It 
Is Due to the Gold Standard or to 
Other Depressing Causes. 


In an editorial on general business con- 
Gitions published in the Post-Dispatch 
ef July 2, the following paragraph ap- 
peared: 

“Within three months Id syndicate 
statesmanship had cha all that. It 
forced down the values of all St. Louis prop- 
erty, and especially of all St. Louis real es- 
tate, It simply paralyzed the growth of the 
2 Within a single — St. Louis was 
millione poorer. The destructive effect of 
the cyclone on the property of the city was 
nothing to that of the complete establish- 
ment of the gold standard, the consequent 
violent contraction of the money of final 
redemption and the depreciation of all val- 
ues incident thefeto.”’ 

Several of the Cheap John newspapers of 
the city have pretended to find in this an 
attack on St. Louis business interests, and 
have induced a number of real estate agents 
and others to complain of it as a misrepre- 
sentation of facts, : 

It is not/the purpose or the desire of the 
Post-Dispatck to engage in a controversy 
on the subject. The statement was made 
that there has been a depreciation of real 
estate values as well as in the values of all 
other property; and St. Louis was selected 
as one of the cities where this deprecia- 
tion has taken place. 

The same conditions exist in every other 
city of the United States. They are worse 
in Chicago, and as bad in New York, Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia. St. Louis is no excep- 
tion, but the falling off in business was 
brought home to the people of the West by 
illustrating in their own metropolis the ex- 
isting conditions. 

It has been common talk among real es- 
tate men for months that business has bcen 
dull. The real-estate reporters of the sev- 
eral newspapers have been told so by every 
agent in the city of St. Louts. Various 
causes have been assigned for the dullness, 
varying largely with the political opinions 
of the speakers. They have been told that 
sales could not be made, except at great 
sacrifices. 

That would indicate that there has been a 
decline, due 60 some cause, for business ac- 
tivity can only be measured by actual real- 
izable market values, and not by the ask- 
ing price of holders who fail to sell. 

There is no better criterion of the condi- 
tion of the real estate interests of the city 
than is given by the records of the real es- 
tate transfers filed with the Recorder of 
Deeds. The following table showing the 
total of transfers filed for the third week 
of June, in the years 1892, 1893, 1894, 1895 and 
1896, speaks for itself:

Of perhaps twenty such sales held in this 
city since Jan. 1, it is stated by a well 
posted real estate man that not more than 
three have been successful.

“In August, 1893, when the exchanges 
throughout the country were petitioning 
Congress to unconditionally repeal the 
Sherman law, our Real Estate Exchange 
held a meeting for the same purpose. It was 
very largely attended and the sentiment 
was overwhelmingly in favor of the uncon- 
ditional repeal. There were a number of 
speeches made in favor of repeal, among 
which I pare er remember those of Mr. 
Jas. M. Carpenter and the late Edward 8. 
Rowse. They said: ‘Repeal this law, stop 
the coinage of silver and confidence will be 
restored. Real estate will become active 
again, prices will advance and our business 
will be more prosperous than ever.’ 

“Mr. F, J. Wade and myself were the 
only members who voted against the reso- 
lution. In a short speech 1 took the posi- 
tion that the remedy was worse than the 
disease, that it might cure the panic, 
but the after results would be by 
far worse than the panic. 

“I contended then that the cutting off of 
$50,000,000 from an annual product of money 
would demoralize business, cause a fall in 
all prices and in less than three years the 
sales under deeds of trust would in- 
crease and cash sales would crease. Such 
has been the result, and I need not em- 
phasize it by giving the figures. 

„„I further maintained that the merchants 
over the country, who were clamoring for 
the unconditional repeal of the law, might 
find temporary relief, but it would be the 
cause of thousands of them failing later on. 
I took the illustration of a mer- 
chant on capital doing a 
$500,000 business. might for a 
while renew his notés in the bank and 
extend the date of his bills, but selling his 
goods on a constantly falling market, he 
would sooner or later lose his capital and 
be forced to the wall. The results have 
been as predicted. The Globe-Democrat in 
an editorial the first week in April gave 
the number of failures for the quarter end- 
ing March 31 as 4,512 more than ever before 
in the history of the country. 

„The same paper, in its editorial columns, 
a few days ago stated that eighteen rail- 
roads went into the hands of receivers dur- 
ing the six months ending June 30, against 
twelve last year, and the capital involved 
was about $194,000,000 as against about $134,- 

000. No man will invest his money in 
real estate when he feels if he waits a while 
he can buy for less. No man will put his- 
money into a stock ef goods when he feels 
that he will be compelled to sell at a loss. 
As money increases in value or purchasing 
power all property must necessarily de- 
crease in value, Water does not run up hill 
nor will money flow into the channels o 
trade as long as its purchasing power or 
value is going up.“ 


Wm. T. Mathews, secretary and treasurer 
of the Mathews Real Estate Co., said: 1 
doubt the policy of such an editorial as 
recently appeared in the Post-Dispatch, 
but do not think that any slur on business 
interests was intended. No one can deny 
that there has been for some little time 
a lack of vitality and activity in all lines 
of business, and real estate interests have 
suffered, as well as others. I believe St. 
Louis to be in better condition than any 
other large city in the country, but the 
fact cannot be denied that there 1d a lack 
of activity, and by reason of su fact 
many who have desired to sell have had to 
take less than commonly accepted values. 
In the last thirty days my experience has 
been that a better feeling prevails and that 
there is more inquiry.“ 


Leslie A. Moffett of Moffett & Franciscus: 
I am not prepared to say that there has 
been a depreciation of real estate values 
in St. Louis. Holders of property, who 
are not forced to sell by their financial con- 
dition or inability to carry their holdings 
will make no concessions in prices. They 
are willing to wait for better times. How- 
ever, they could not sell just now unless 
they would make concessions, for pur- 
chasers are not willing to make invest- 
ments at values asked. There are many 
persons who must sell, and these people 
are offering their property at low prices. 
Another feature of the market which is no- 
ticeable is the lack of success which has 
been met with in real estate auctions. 
There have been a large number of auc- 
tions held since Jan. 1, but I think that 

erhaps not more than three or four have 

een as successful as their conductors ex- 
pected. 

Robert M. Noonan of the Noonan Real Es- 
tate Co.: Business is dull, there is no use de- 
nying it. This is due to the fact that in- 
vestors are not willing to put their money 
into real estate. A man who has $20,000 to 
invest says to himself, “I know that if I 
have this money in bank it is safe but I am 
not so sure about putting it into real es- 
tate as I might not be able to get the money 
out that I put into it.“ This accounts for 
the present dullness, which fs sure to con- 
tinue until after the presidential election. 
I find plenty of people who are willing to 
exchange city realty for property in the 
suburbs, outside the city limits, but the 
trouble is that the man in the country sets 
too high a value on his property. Cash 
—— as I have said, are very hard to 
make. 


John O' Nell, a well known realty and 
hotel man, said: I can assure the Post- 
Dispatch from my own experience that ther 
has been a material depreciation of values 
in St. Louis realty. I can cite you several 
instances. One of them was a piece of 
property that I owned omSixth street, just 
south of, Olive. I valued it in 1892 at $100,- 
000, and Mr. Rowse, the real estate man, 
on a conservative basis, valued it at $80,000. 
He offered to lend me $60,000 on it. After 
Cleveland's election I went to get the loan 
and was told that the Connecticut Mutual 
Life Insurance Co., which Mr. Rowse rep- 
resented, had scaled the loan down to 

000. 1 was afterward forced to sell to 

liis Wainwright for $65,000. 

“I also owed $26,000 on two pieces of prop- 
erty at the corners of Twelfth and Four- 
teenth and Poplar streets and wished to 
renew the loans on them. They had cost 
me and $26,000 respectively. I was 
not able to renew the loan and was sold 
out. The 893 brought just $26,000 and 
I lost the difference, „000. I call that 
depreciation with a vengeance.”

FOR GAMBLING. 


GEORGE §TEMP MAKES PAUPERS 
OF HIS WIFE AND CHILD. 


RACE TRACK GOT EVERY CENT. 


After Gambling Away His Wife’s 
Money He Sold the Furniture 
Piece by Piece. 


A sad case of domestic trouble was 
brought to light Thursday when Mrs. Mary 
Stemp asked Col. Dick Johnson, Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney, for a warrant against 
her husband for wife abandonment. 

Mrs. Stemp is an exceedingly pretty wo- 
man, a perfect blonde, 24 years old, with a 
pretty face and large blue eyes. 

In telling her story she shed tears, and it 
was with difficulty that she managed to 
recite the facts to the prosecutor. 

According to her story she married George 
Stemp in October, 1895. He was a hand- 
some young fellow, well connected, and 


had a nice position in the Neidringhaus’ 
Stamping Works, of which his uncle is one 
of the principal owners. 

Prior to her marriage with Stemp she had 
once before been married, and when her nus- 
band died he left her a neatly furnished 
home, some money in the bank, a life in- 
surance policy in her favor for $500 and 
retty baby girl. 
ot many months after her first hus- 
band’s death she met Stemp. He seemed 
at once to fall desperately in love with aer, 
and most ardently did he press his suit. He 
was successful in winning the love of the 
fair young wfdow, and last October they 
were married. 

They went to housekeeping in the cosily 
furnished rooms occupied by Mrs. Stemp 
at 2316 North Broadway, and for a few 
weeks happiness reigned supreme. Mrs. 
Stemp’s $500 insurance money was left in- 
tact, and her husband persuaded her to let 
him have it, on og plea that he had a safe 
investment for it. 

It was not long until Mrs. Stemp learned 
that he had taken her money to the South 
Side track and lost it on the races. While 
the money lasted he spent it with a lavish 
hand, and so neglected his work that his 
uncle discharged him. 

When the money was spent Stemp began 
taking the household furniture from the 
home and selling it 'to second-hand dealers 
in order to raise money to satisfy his pas- 
sion, for gambling. 

Hfs wife remonstrated and he resented 
her objections as unwarranted interferences 
with his rights. He grew more quarrelsome, 
and on July 8 he left his wife and home 
and has not returned. Stemp had not only 
spent all hie wife’s money, but had sold so 
much of the furniture that Mrs. Stemp has 
experienced much difficulty in selling the 
remainder for enough to buy food for her- 
self and child. 

Mrs Stemp says she has not seen her 
husband since he left home, but she 
thinks he is now living with his mother at 
6842 Plateau avenue.

VENEZUELAN COMMISSION, 


Chairman Brewer Goes to Washington 
to Resume Work. 


TOPEKA, Kan., July 30.—Associate Jus- 
tice Brewer of the Supreme Court, who 
stopped over here on his way to Washington 
to take up the work of the Venezuelan Com- 


mission, of which he is chairman, said: 

J have just heard that the British sup- 
plement to the blue book has been submit- 
ted to Parliament. It will be waiting in 
Washington when I get back. I understand 
that this will complete the evidence to be 
submitted by the British Government. We 
received the last of the Venezuelan papers 
some time ago. The original blue bi »k sub- 
mitted by the Brtish Government was a 
large book of about 400 pages, and the sup- 
plement is im addition to that and contains 
a large amount of matter. 

We have experts searching the archives 
of the Old World for any information that 
will throw light on the controversy. Fred- 
erick R. Coudert has just sailed for Rome, 
where ‘he will make investigation there into 
reports.made by missionaries which have 
never been printed. The same thing was 
done in Holland, and we hope by that means 
to clear up the matter. 

Whatever action we take will not be 
final. It will be in the form of a recom- 
mendation, and neither government will be 
bound-by our ur report.“ 


NORTH D DAKOTA POPULISTS. 


Arrangements Made for Fusion With 
the Democrats. 


FARGO, N. D., July 30.—The Populist plat- 
form indorsed the nominees of the National 
Populist party; declared for the free nad 
unlimited coinage of silver at a ratio of 
16 to 1; favored prohibition, union labor and 
woman suffrage. The main plank in the 
platform was that relative to railroad as- 
sessments. It criticises the present Re- 
publican Board of Equalization for reduc- 
ing the assessment of $2,500 per mile where 
the railroads had agreed to accept an as- 
sessment of $2,800 per rile. Aside from the 
question of free silver, the raflroad assess- 
ment question will be the leading one in 
the campsign. 

The fusion committee precipitated a three 
hours’ fight by the statement that they 
could not agree with the Democrats over 
who should head the ticket.

He jumped his bond and the District At- 
torney wil not look with favor on another 
proposition for bail.

Huis ride in this instance 
might have been passed over with a repri- 
mand had there not been another circum- 
stance in conjunction with it. The day 
before, Hessen was entered in the first race, 
and Covington was going to start with him. 
The judges heard that the horse was lame 
and that Covington knew it. They had 
the horse brought out and found the state- 
ment to be true, so they scratched him after 
considerable money had been bet on him, 
Covington was set down temporarily. 

The action of the judges in this case is in 
conformity with the general plan they have 
adopted to make the Fair Grounds racing 
as nearly fair and equitable as it can possi- 
bly be. They propose to get the best race 
possible out of each horse every time he 
starts, and will tolerate no in-and-out busi- 
ness whatever. The result of this plan has 
already begun to have its effect at the 
track, and is attracting outside horses and 
outside racing patronage. Eastern book- 
makers are beginning to look toward St.

A glance at the daily form sheets 
for the past ten days will show what has 
been done. Odds-on favorites are not 
beaten out by six lengths by horses which 
a race or two before ran absolutely last. 
The horses are running nearer to form than 
they have at any time during the season. 
The action of the Fair Assoojation in this 
regard will go far toward maintaining the 
reputation of St. Louis as a fair and square 
town and will do a great deal to hold up 
racing against the degrading influence of 
the many pin-wheel tracks which have 
been overrunning the turf.
